The  acreage  sown  to  winter  wheat  for  harvest  in  1935,  as  estimated  for 
11  countries  totals  32,512,000  acres  as  compared  with  75,559,000  acres  sown 
"by  the  same  countries  for  the  193^  winter  crop.    While  all  the  countries,  ex- 
cept Canada  and  Bulgaria,  show  increases,  the  highest  percentage  gain  is 
noted  in  Rumania,  where  it  is  expected  that  winter  sowings  of-  wheat  will 
equal  or  exceed  the  record  area  seeded  in  the  fall  of  1930.     Increases  in 
w inter  rye  seedings  are  not  so  pronounced,  except  for  the  United  States  and 
Rumania.    Estimates  for  10  countries  amount  to  15, 334,000  acres  as  compared 
with  15,201,000  acrer,  sown  for  1934.

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The  European  ./neat  situation 

1935  crop  conditions 

The  appearance  of  fall  seedings  in  most  parts  of  Europe  indicates 
that  the  1935  bread  grain  crops  have  made  an  exceptionally  good  start,  ac- 
cording to  the  December  report  of  Assistant  Agricultural  Attache  Gordon  P. 
Boals  at  Berlin.     The  mildest  fall  experienced  in  many  years  has  been  gen- 
eral on  the  Continent,  which  largely  accounts  for  the  advanced  growth  of 
the  plantings,   since  rainfall  has  been  abundant  in  scattered  areas  only. 
There  were  no  indications  of  significant  crop  shifts  toward  a  larger  acre- 
age of  "bread  grains,  except  for  Rumania,  but  official  estimates  of  areas 
sown  have  not  yet  "been  issued  in  most  countries. 

In  the  Danube  Basin,  as  reported  "by  the  Belgrade  office  of  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service,  the  condition  of  the  winter  wheat  crop  was  considered 
good  to  very  good.     Germination  was  uniform  and  stooling  active.  Insuffi- 
cient rainfall  after  the  planting  of  late-sown  wheat  resulted  in  uneven 
stands,  which  improved,  however,  under  the  influence  of  mild  weather. 
Moderate  cold  was  needed  to  prevent  excessive  growth  and  to  discourage 
rodents,  insects,  and  diseases  which  had  attacked  the  crop  on  a  large  scale 
in  parts  of  Rumania  and  sporadically  in  the  other  countries.     The  acreage 
sown  to  winter  wheat  in  the  Basin  was  estimated  by  the  Belgrade  office  at 
20,015,000  acres  as  compared  with  18,930,000  acres  sown  in  the  fall  of  1933 
and  the  five-year  overage,  1928-1932,   of  IS, 982, 000  acres.     Most  of  the  in- 
crease this  season  is  due  to  the  expansion  of  the  Rumanian  acreage,  estimated 
at  7,907,000  acres  by  the  Belgrade  office  hut  placed  by  the  Rumanian  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  at  7>Sfi3,000,  which  is  the  same  as  the  record  winter  acreage 
sown  in  the  fall  of  1930. 

The  condition  of  fall-sown  crops  in  Germany  continued  to  improve 
throughout  November  and  was  officially  placed  well  above  average,  Mr.  Boals 
reports.    Winter  rye  was  classified  as  "good"  in  some  sections,  while  winter 
wheat  was  rated  only  slightly  less  favorably.     In  late  December  both  crops 
were  in  better  condition  than  they  have  been  at  the  corresponding  time  dur- 
ing the  past  several  years.    The  rather  moist  and  very  warm  weather  prevail- 
ing during  November  and  early  December  resulted  in  such  vigorous  growth, 
however,  that  in  some  canes  pi  it  damage  is  feared  during  the  winter.  Of- 
ficial crop  condition  figures  for  Austria  are  favorable  for  all  winter  crops. 
Winter  rye  was  classified  slightly  above  "good."    Winter  wheat ,  reported 
somewhat  under  "good,"    ,  1.0 wed  the  effects  of  a  lack  of  moisture  during  the 
fall  months,  which  were  unusually  dry  in  Austria.    The  condition  of  the 
winter  wheat  crop  in  Poland  was  similarly  somewhat  under  that  of  winter  rye. 
Warm  autumnal  weather  caused  such  luxuriant  growth  that  it  has  been  necessary 
in  some  places  to  graze  cattle  upon  the  fields  or  to  thin  out  the  plants. 
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Damage  from  insects  and  rust  was  serious  enough  in  some  localities  to 
cause  the  plowing  under  of  some  of  the  rye  fields. 

Market  conditions 

Continental  import  "buying  of  foreign  wheat  was  stimulated  to  some 
extent  in  early  December  "by  the  pre -holiday  improvement  in  the  flour  "bus- 
iness, according  to  Mr.  Eoals.     Some  improvement  was  also  noted  in  the 
domestic  wheat  trade  on  several  markets.     But  "by  the  third  week  of  Decem- 
ber the  approaching  holiday  season  was  reflected  in  a  dull  market  senti- 
ment.   During  the  last  week  of  December,  continental  markets  are  always 
quiet,  with  practically  no  "business  transacted.     Prices  of  foreign  wheat 
advanced  the  first  of  the  month,  as  did  Rotterdam  futures,  "but  declined 
considerably  later  on.     Sye  prices,  however,  were  well  maintained.  Prices 
of  domestic  wheat,  being  fixed  in  most  European  countries,  remained  un- 
changed except  for  slight  monthly  increases  due  to  storage  premiums. 

Danubian  markets  were  slightly  weaker  during  December  than  in  No- 
vember, which  the  Belgrade  office  attributes  chic-fly  to  the  usual  seasonal 
inactivity  of  mills.     In  early  December,  speculative  purchases  were  made 
on  the  Budapest  futures  market  in  view  of  the  export  movement  to  Italy- 
Spot  transactions  were  handicapped  by  small  deliveries  from  farmers  who 
expect  still  higher  prices.     Stocks  withheld  for  this  reason  are  particular- 
ly important  on  large  Hungarian  estates.     Offers  in  Yugoslavia  and  Rumania 
have  been  large;   in  Rumania,  the  wheat  commissioner  was  forced  to  apply,  for 
additional  funds  on  this  account. 

The  continental  wheat  deficit  for  the  1934-35  season  is  now  placed 
by  the  Berlin  office  somewhat  under  earlier  estimates  and  is  expected  to 
range  from  165,000,000  to  206,000,000  bushels  as  compared  with  net  imports 
of  156,159,000  bushels  in  1933-34  and  211,752,000  bushels  in  1932-33.  The 
reduction  in  the  1934-35  estimate  is  due  largely  to  changes  in  the  policies 
of  France  and  Italy;  France  has  definitely  shifted  to  an  export  basis, 
while  Italy  is  trying  to  keep  imports  at  a  minimum.    Most  of  the  European 
countries  have  shown  a  marked  tendency  this  season  toward  postponing  im- 
ports until  domestic  supplies  are  exhausted.    For  this  reason,  imports  dur- 
ing August-November  1934  fell  about  10  percent  under  takings  of  the  corres- 
ponding period  in  1933,   in  spite  of  a  higher  import  deficit  this  season. 
A  heavier  import  movement  later  in  the  season  is  therefore  not  unlikely. 
For  table  on  continental  stocks  of  wheat,  see  page  61. 

December  trading  on  the  domestic  bread  grain  markets  of  G-crmany  was 
characterized  by  increased  rye  offerings  but  smaller  marketings  of  wheat, 
which  situation  was  brought  about  by  measures  designed  for  the  fixation  and 
fulfillment  of  delivery  contingents  for  these  two  grains.    When  rye  offer- 
ings were  scarce,  flour  mills  returned  the  bran  obtained  from  milling  the 
rye  to  farmers,  at  fixed  prices,  which  encouraged  the  farmers  to  deliver 
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rye  in  order  to  make  sure  of  their  supplies  of  mill  feed.     Such  a  practice 
complicated  business,  however,  and  was  abandoned  when  rye  became  more 
plentiful.     German  foreign  trade  in  wheat  and  wheat  flour  during  November 
tended  toward  negligible  exports  and  moderate ' imports .     For  the  period 
August -November,   imports,  which  were  mostly  made  through  the  Reich  Grain 
Office  and  therefore  came  in  duty  free,  amounted  to  6,430,000  bushels  and 
exports  totaled  1,396,000  bushels. 

In  Belgium  and  the  Netherlands ,   the  demand  for  wheat  was  of  fair 
volume  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  December.     Takings  were  mostly  of 
Argentine  old-crop  wheat,  though  some  Canadian  was  included.     Trading  in 
bread  grains  on  Czechoslovak  markets  was  restricted  in  volume  but  showed 
some  improvement  when  the  approaching  holiday  caused  an  increased  demand 
for  flour.     Some  difficulty  in  obtaining  wheat  was  experienced  because  the 
monopoly  price  was  fixed  without  regard  to  gluten  content  or  cleanness  but 
dependent  on  hectoliter  weight  only.     Farmers  therefore  demand  a  premium 
for  wheat  of  good  quality  or  else  are  reluctant  to  sell. 

Improved  holiday  trading  was  also  reported  in  Austria,  a  large  turn- 
over in  wheat  of  domestic  and  Hungarian  origin  being  reported.  After 
making  large  sales  of  rye  to  the  German  grain  office  and  to  other  countries, 
Poland  resumed  market-supporting  activity  on  December  1,  and  rye.  prices  in 
December  showed  a  firmer  tendency,  making  a  marked  advance  on  local  markets. 
To  offset  large  exportations  of  rye,   some ■ re-importation  of  grains  may  take- 
place  later  on  unless  potatoes  are  used  to  supplement  reduced , supplies  of 
feed  grains.     Up  to  December  10,   the  Latvian  Ministry  of  Agriculture  had 
purchased  about  1,500,000  bushels  of  wheat  and  2,240,000  bushels  of  rye.  Of 
this  grain,  276,000  bushels  of  wheat  were  sold  on  the  domestic  market  and 
36,700  bushels  exported,  while  197,000  bushels  of  rye  were  sold  on  the 
domestic  market,  1,276,000  bushels  were  exported,  and  106,000  bushels  went 
to  alcohol  manufacturers. 

The  Shanghai  wheat  market 

The  buying  of  foreign  wheat  on  the  Shanghai  market  was  more  active 
during  the  week  ended  January  11  than  for  any  other  week  of  this  crop  year, 
according  to  a  radiogram  from  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultur- 
al Service.     The  mills  of  Shanghai  and  Nanking  had  bought  since  January  1 
about  1,700,000  bushels  of  Australian  old-crop  wheat,  26?, 000  bushels  of 
old-crop  Argentine,  and  33,000  bushels  of  Canadian  wheats,  all  for  January 
shipment.    Additional  amounts  will  be  needed  for  Kerch  and  April  operations. 
Arrivals  of  domestic  wheat  at  Shanghai  are  now  very  light,     The  flour  market 
was  firm  during  the  week,  with  mills  operating  at  about  70-percent  capacity. 
Flour  demand  was  steady,,  shipments  to  Tientsin  showing  an  increase,  and 
stocks  were  below  normal  at  800,000  bags. 
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Prices  of  wheat,  c.i.f.  Shanghai  duty  included,  for  January- February 
shipment,  were  quoted  as  follows:    Australian  old-crop  75  cents  per  bushel, 
new-crop  77  cents;  Argentine  old-crop  7-5  cents,  ner-c^on  76  cents;  Canadian 
I\To.  2,  95  cents;  domestic  standard  for  Jaa  uary  delivery  74  cents,  February 
76  cents  per  bushel.    Domestic  flour  for  January  delivery  was  85  cents  per 
bag  of  43  pounds,  February  86  certs.    Tientsin  flour  statistics  for  December 
^re  reported  as  follows:     P-    "uction  199,800  barrels;  imports  from  Shanghai 
220,700  barrels,  from  the  United  States  25,000,  total  245,700;  stocks  at  the 
end  of  December  "43,700  barrels. 


FEED  ^AIITS 

Sum-ar;-  of  recent  feed  grain  ir.f or, nation . 

The  area  sown  to  winter  barley  in  France  for  the  1935  harvest  is 
estimated  at  449,000  acres,  which  is  9  percent  "elovr  the  sowings  up  to  t  he 
same  time  last  year,  but  is  about  the  same  as  the  average  barley  acreage 
during  the  past  five  years.     The  winter  oats  area  is  estimated  at  2,138,000 
acres,  which  is  nearly  6  percent  above  the  sowings  a  year  earlier,  but  only 
slightly  above  the  5-year  average.    The  January  1  condition  of  both  barley 
and  oats  is  a  little  above  the  average  condition  reported  as  of  that  date. 

The  first  estimate  of  the  1934  bar lev  crop  in  Northern  Ireland  is 
118,000  bushels  compared  with  70,000  bushels  in  1933.     The  total  1934  barley 
production  in  Europe  is  710,747,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  more  .than  8  percent 
from  that  of  the  preceding  year.    The  1934  oats  crop  in  Northern  Ireland  is 
estimated  at.  19,198,000  bushels  compered  with  18,411,000  bushels  in  1933. 
The  total  1934  oats  production  in  the  European  countries  is  1,639,719,000 
bushels,  which  is  more  than  15  percent  below  the  1933  harvest  in  those  coun- 
tries. 

The  firsr  estimate  of  the  1934  corn  crop  in  l-'exico  is  S5, 978,000 
bushels,  which  is  nearly  12  percent  below  the  1933  production.    The  total 
1934  production  in  the  com.     ies  reported  now  stands  at  2,274,664,000  bushels, 
28  percent  below  the  1933  harvest  in  the  same  countries. 

It  is  reported  that  the  quality  of  the  remaining  surplus  of  old  corn 
in  Argentina  has  deteriorated  on  account  of  exposure  to  the  rains,  and  that 
shippers  arc  interested  only  in  special  lots.    Supplies  of  corn  in  the  Union 
of  South  Af:  lea  are  scarce  on  account  of  heavy  rainc  and.  transportation  dif- 
ficulties.   A  locust  inva*  .on  is  also  causing  some  anxic    -.    Tables  showing 
feed  grain  trade  and  prices  are  found  on  page  62. 
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The  Daiiubia.n  situation 

It  is  expected  that  the  acreage  of  winter  "barley  and  oats  in  the 
Danube  Basin  for  the  19" 5  harvest  will  'be  greater  than  a  year  earlier,  on 
account  of  the  exceptionally  favorable  Weather  conditions  at  planting  time, 
according  to  a  report  from  the  Danube  Basin  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricul- 
tural Service.     The  condition  of  the  growing  crops  has  been  good  to  very 
good. 

The  exportable  surplus  of  corn  in  the  Danube  Basin  during  1934-35, 
including  the  carryover  from  1933-34,  is  estimated  at  77,900,000  bushels, 
of  which  61,400,000  bushels  were  still  available  on  January  1.  During 
December,  Rumanian  corn  was  shipped  to  Central  and  Western  Europe,  and 
Yugoslav  corn  to  Central  Europe  and  the  Netherlands.    After  the  opening  of 
navigation  on  the  Danube  in  the  spring,  large  exports  are  anticipated. 

The  1934-35  exportable  surplus  of  oarlcy  in  the  Danube  Basin  is 
placed  at  21,800,000  bushels,  of  which  11,000,000  bushels  were  still  avail- 
able on  January  1.    The  exportable  surplus  of  oats  is  estimated  at 
2,800,000  bushels,  of  which.  1,900,000  bushels  were  still  available  on 
January  1. 

As  a  result  of  active  foreign  demand  for  Danubian  feed  grains,  com- 
bined with  a  scarcity  of  deliveries,  prices  advanced  slightly  during  Decem- 
ber.    In  Rumania,  grain  exporters  are  now  required  to  .  deliver  to  the  Ruman- 
ian National  Bank  the  entire  foreign  credit  proceeds  of  exported  grains,  at 
the  official  exchange  rate,  plus  a  10  percent  export  premium, ■ and  a  variable 
currency  premium,  which  is  at  present  about  16  percent. 


COTTON 

Japanese  imports  Of  American  cotton  increase  during  November 

Japanese  imports  of  American  and  Egyptian  cotton  for  November  were 
in  excess  of  October  while;  imports  of  Indian  showed-  a  decline  as  compared 
with  October,  according  to  a  radiogram  received  from  Agricultural  Commission- 
er 0.  L.  Dawson  at  Shanghai.    N0vember  imports  were  as  follows:  American, 
176,400  bales  of  500  pounds;  Egyptian,  19,334  bales;  Indian,  40,394  bales;. 
Chinese,  10,080  bales;  and  7,323  bales    from  all  otner  countries.  Mill 
purchases  during  November  were  about  300,000  bales,  which  was  approximately 
equal  to  consumption. 
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Yarn  production  for  November  increased  over  October,  due  to  an  in- 
crease of  20, COO  new  spindles  in  the  industry.     Spinners  are  operating  at 
about  85- percent  capacity  at  present  and  mills  report  sufficient  orders  on 
hand  to  guarantee  operation  at  this  level  to  the  end  of  March  1935. 

Piece  goods  exports  for  November  were  231,219,000  square  yards, 
as  compared  with  208,545,000  square    yards  for  October. 

China  us  ins:  less  foreign  cotton 

The  Chinese  cotton  situation  during  the  month  of  December  1934 
showed  some  increased  activity,  due  to  seasonal  influences,  but  on  the  whole 
an  uncertain  tone  still  prevails,  according  to  a  radiogram  received  from 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Damson  at  Shanghai.    The  yarn  market  is  somewhat 
depressed  due  to  a  wide  price  parity  between  native  and  Indian  raw  cotton. 
While  recent  advances  in  the  price  of  Indian  nave  widened  this  parity,  it 
is  felt  that  native  staple  is  still  relatively  too  high.     In  view  of  this 
situation,  mills  are  asking  the  Government  to  lower  the  duty  on  foreign 
cotton,  thus  restoring  a  more  normal  parity  between  the  Chinese  and  foreign 
growths*    The  recent  movement  of  Chinese  cotton  to  spinning  centers  has 
been  heavy,  but  it  is  believed  that  there  are  still  fairly  large  stocks  at 
interior  point  s. 

Chinese  consumption  of  American  cotton  will  probably  be  light  this 
year,  especially  in  view  of  the  prospective  curtailments  in  the  spinning 
industry.    During  the  past  month  a  Chinese  mill  of  50,CC0  spindles  closed 
and  further  curtailment  of  Chinese  mill  activity  is  expected  after  early 
February,  due  to  the  strained  financial  condition  of  several  mills  and  the 
slow  demand  for  yarn.     Chinese  mills  are  now  running  at  about  80-percent 
capacity,  while  Japanese  mills  located  in  China  are  operating  at  nearly  100- 
percent  capacity.  Japanese  mills  in  the  vicinity  of  Shanghai  may,  however, 
curtp.il  production  slightly,  but  in  Shantung  they  may  increase  somewhat 
during  the  coming  year.    A  new  Japanese  mill  is  being  constructed  at 
Tsingtao . 

Total  mill  consumption  of  raw  cotton  in  China  for  the  month  of 
December  1934  was  as- follows  with  December  1933  figures  in  parentheses: 
Native  cotton  2,150  bales  of  500  pounds  (2,300),  American  200  bales  (350), 
Indian  65  bales  (240),  Egyptian  25  bales  (20).    Deliveries  of  local  cotton 
to  Shanghai  mills  in  December  1934  amounted  to  72,000  bales  more  than  in 
November,  while  deliveries  of  foreign  cotton  were:    American  16,000  bales, 
Indian  3,000,  Egyptian  5,000  :aleg.    Arrival  of  other  growths  was  insig- 
nificant.    Stocks  of  raw  cotton  in  Shanghai  .warehouses  on  December  31  "'ere 
reported  at  197,000  bales,  of  which  102,000  bales  were  Chinese,  85,000 
bales  American,  7,000  bales  Indian,  and  2,000  bales  Egyptian.

France  has  announced  an  apple  and  pear  quota  of  22,000  metric  tons 
(1,102,000  "bushels  of  44  pounds)  for  the  3-month  period,  January  to  March, 
1935,  of  which  the  United  States  is  allotted  6,150  metric  tons  (308,115 
"bushels),   according  to  a  cable  from  the  Commercial  Attache  at  Paris.  The 
total  quota  is  the  same  as  last  year  hut  the  amount  given  the  United  States 
is  much  smaller.    Last  year  the  United  States  received  a  quota  of  20,000 
metric  tons  (1,102,000  "bushels).     No  information  has  "been  received  concerning 
a  reduction  in  the  import  license  taxes  of  60  francs  on  apples  and  90  francs 
per  220.46  pounds  on  pears.     Taken  together  with  the  duty,  this  makes  an  import 
charge  of  ahout  SI, 00  a  bushel  on  apples  and  $1.46  on  pears. 

New  Zealand  shows  greater  ante  re  st  in  American  seeded  raisins 

New  Zealand  may  "be  in  a  position  to  import  larger  quantities  of 
seeded  raisins  from  the  United  States  during  the  next  few  months,  accord- 
ing to  Consul  General  George  A.  Bucklin  at  Wellington.     At  present  the  re- 
ciprocal trade  agreement  "between  New  Zealand  and  Australia  gives  Australian 
raisins  preferential  tariff  treatment  in  the  New  Zealand  market.  The 
agreement  states,  however,   that  New  Zealand  has  the  right  to  import  raisins 
from  other  countries  at  the  lower  rate  of  duty  if  Australia  is  at  any  time 
unable  to  supply  "all  the  reasonable  requirements  of  New  Zealand"  in  this 
i  tern , 

The  Australian  Dried  Fruit  Control  Board  having  notified  their  New 
Zealand  agents  that  there  are  no  further  supplies  of  seeded  raisins  avail- 
able until  their  next  season  -  that  is,  April,  1935  -  it  seems  likely  that 
the  high  rates  charges  American  raisins  in  New  Zealand  may  be  at  least  tern- 
porarity  suspended.    New  Zealand  usually  takes  about  5,000,000  pounds  of 
raisins  from  the  United  States,  or  roughly  half  of  her  inrports. 


LIVESTOCK,  MEAT,  AND  V/OOL 

Sri  tain  fixes  quota  on  American  frozen  hams  for  curing 

The  quantity  of  frozen  green  hams  that  may  be  imported  from  the 
United  States  for  curing  and  consumption  in  the  United  Kingdom  during  the 
first  four  months  of  1935  has  been  fixed  by  the  British  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture and  Fisheries  at  392,000  pounds,  according  to  a  report  from  Agri- 
cultural Attache  E.  A.  Fnley  in  London.     This  is  approximately  the  same 
rate  of  importation  of  green  hams  for  curing  as  was  permitted  during  the 
ten  months  ended  December  31,  1934. 
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Import  quotas  applicable  to  frozen  pork  brought  in  from  the  United 
States  for  curing  purposes  were  first  established  by  the  British  Govern- 
ment early  in  1934  in  order  to  take  care  of  the  requirements  of  the  trade 
in  Scotland  where  a  special  demand  existed  for  hams  cured  locally  from  froz- 
en pork  imported  from  the  United  States.    Regulations  enacted  during  1933 
under  the  British  Pigs  and  Bacon  Marketing  Act  had  prohibited  the  process- 
ing of  imported  frozen  pork  for  sale  in  the  British  market.    As  a  concession 
to  the  trade  in  Scotland,  however,  the  Government  agreed  to  permit  the  impor- 
tation of  frozen  green  hams  for  curing  up  to  the  average  quantity  imported 
during  the  cnree  years  1930,  1931,  and  1932. 

The  quantity  of  frozen  green  hams  imported  for  that  purpose  from  the 
United  Stages  during  the  three  base  years  averaged  1,173,000  pounds  annually 
or  roughly  93,000  pounds  per  month.    The  maximum . impo rt s  of  frozen  pork  for 
curing  purposes  from  the  United  States  during  the  first  ten  months,  March  1 
to  December  31,  1934,  accordingly  were  fixed  at  930, 00C  pounds. 

Subsequently  trie  British  Government  decided  to  apply  quota  restric- 
tions to  all  frozen  pork  imports.    An  official  announcement  of  August  29, 
1934,  pointed  out  that  in  view  of  the  marked  increase  in  the  British  imports 
of  frozen  pork  in  recent  years  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  regulate  and  con- 
trol future  imports  from  all  countries.     Imports  for  the  first  quarter  of 
1935  were  accordingly  limited  on  October  26,  1934,  to  the  average  quantities 
imported  from  the  respective  countries  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  years, 
1932,  1933,  and  1934.    This  meant  that  the  United  States  frozen  pork  quota 
for  the  first  ouarter  of  the  current  year  would  be  limited  to  approximately 
4,592,000  pounds. 

The  British  Government  has  pointed  out  that  the  authorization  permittini 
tne  importation  of  392,00"  pounds  of  American  frozen  green  hams  for  curing  in 
the  United  Kingdom  during  the  first  four  months  of  1935  will  form  a  part  of, 
and  will  not  be  in  addition  to,  the  allocation  of  4,592,000  pounds  of  frozen 
pork  permitted  entry  from  this  country  under  the  general  frozen  pork  quota 
during  the  first  three  months  of  1935. 

Smaller  hog  marketings  anticipated  in  Germany 

Tne  sr.arp  reduction  in  young  pigs  and  brood  sows  in  Germany  as  shown 
by  the  estimate  of  December  5,  1934,  indicates  smaller  hog  marketings  in  1935 
than  in  1934,  according  to  a  cable  from  Assistant  Agricultural  Attache  D.  L. 
Christy  ir.  Berlin.    The  decrease  is  reported  as  largely  the  result  of  the 
high  prices  and  short  supplies  of  feed  in  Gc rmany.    All  classes  of  nogs,  ex- 
cept those  of  slaughter  age  of  6  months  to  1  year  were  smaller  this  December 
than  a  year  earlier.    The  largest  decreases  were  in  pigs  under  8  weeks  and  in 
orood  sows  of  6  months  and  over.    There  was  also  a  considerable  decrease  in 
tne  number  of  sows  in  farrow,  indicating  a  tendency  to  limit  hog  numbers  still 
further.     The  total  number  of  hogs  on  December  5,  however,  was  estimated  at 
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33,143,000  which  was  only  5  percent  below  the  large  number  reported  at  the 
same  time  last  year. 

Young  ^igs  under  8  weeks  numbered  4,512,000  on  December  5,  1934,  a 
reduction  of  12  percent  as  compared  with  the  same  date  of  1033.     Pigs  of  8 
weeks  to  6  months  numbered  10,040,000  and  were  3  percent  smaller  than  on 
the  same  date  a  year  earlier.    There  was  a  sharp  decrease  of  17  percent  in 
brood  sows  of  6  months  to  1  year  which  numbered  only  453,000  whereas  brood 
sows  of  1  year  and  over  decreased  9  percent,  numbering  1,329,000.  The 
number  of  sows  in  farrow  of  6  months  to  1  year  was  244,000,  20  percent  less 
than  in  December  1933,  while  those  of  1  year  and  over  numbered  823,000,  a 
reducticn  of  11  percent.     Of  the  total  number  of  hogs  over  6  months,  ex- 
clusive of  breeding  stock,  on  December  5,  1934,   those  of  6  months  to  1  year 
amounted  to  approximately  5,817,000,   an  increase  of  8  percent  above  the 
number  on  hand  a.  year  earlier,  whereas  those  over  1  year  numbered  only 
380,000,   a  decrease  of  2  percent.     See  table  page  63, 

The  slaughter  of  hogs  at  36  most  important  markets  for  the  first  11 
months  of  1934  amounted  to  4, 402,0 00  head,   an  increase  of  15  percent  above 
the  corresponding  period  of  1933.    Although  total  hog  marketings  in  Germany 
for  1935  probably  will  be  reduced,   the  fact  that  the  number  of  hogs  on  hand 
over  6  months  exclusive  of  breeding  animals  was  6  percent  larger  in  December 
than  a  year  earlier  indicates  larger  hog  marketings  in  the  early  part  of 
1935  than  was  the  case  last  year. 


CHINESE  COTTONSEED  CAKE'  ENTERS  DANISH  MARKET 

Danish  livestock  producers  are  interested  in  securing  cottonseed 
cake  from  China,  according  to  Vice  Consul  L.  A.  Taylor  at  Copenhagen.  Dar- 
ing December  contracts  were  signed  for  the  purchase  of  several  thousand  tons 
of  the  Chinese  product.     This  is  the  first  time  that  China  has  appeared  as 
a  country  of  origin  for  Danish  imports  of  cottonseed  cake.     That  item  is  on 
the  Danish  free  list  and  is  not  subject  to  other  import  restrictions. 

Total  imports  of  oilseed  cake  into  Denmark  during  the  first  ten 
months  of  1934  reached  488,000  short  tons  compared  with  441,000  tons  in  the 
corresponding  1933  period.     The  1934  total,  however,   includes  somewhat  less 
cottonseed  cake  than  did  the  1933  figures.    During  this  period  imports  of 
cottonseed  cake  from  the  United  States  amounted  to  31,000  short  tons  com- 
pared with  95,000  tons  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1935.     During  the  sane 
ten  months  of  1934  imports  of  cottonseed  cake  from  Russia  were  more  than 
twice • as  great  as  those  from  the  United  Status,  while  in  1933  the  amounts 
were  nearly  equal.
